What the German Govern 
ment have done in Shantung could easily be 
done by the British Government in Kwang- 
tung, but they are not expected to make a 
railway: 252 miles long; they are simply 
asked either to construct'a railway twenty 


‘wiley in length through British territory, 


or to guarantee interest on such a line. 
Personally we should profer to see the 
Hongkong GoVernment empowered to make 
the line to the frontier of the New ‘Territory, 
the Colony and the Imperial Government 
shoring the cost between them, and leasing 
it to the Company responsible for the con- 
struction of the railway from Canton to the 
British frontier, The reason for this is 
simple, We .want to see a final period 
yut to the sickening procrastination shown 
hy the concessionaries. It is now. five years 
and four months, if not more, since they 
secured the concession, time enough —as bus 
been recently demonstrated-——to construct a 
railway of two hundred and fifty miles and 
place it in running order; and not one sod 
has been turned of this which may truly be 
termed one of the most promising. railway 
routes in the whole of the Celestial Empire. 
If negotiations are to be opened with the 
British and Chinese ‘Corporation for the 
granting of a subsidy or other arrangement 
of the kind, more time will elapse bafore 


operations can be commenced, and the 
threatened danger may bacome a fact before 
anything definite hay been decided upon. 
Tf, on the other hand, the Tfongkong 
Government will take the initiative and 
grasp this nettle boldly, a commencement 
could be made at once with the line, and 
this uction would stimulate the concession- 
aries of the line from Canton to take ad. 
vantage of their concession and not run the 
risk of having it cancelled in favour of some

paniod by the anporint-nding saval officers aud 
two others, wont on board the Possia, whero 
they were apparently detained.

At 1.39 a.m1., 
the enemy discharged a torpedo, whereupon our 
soldivrs, forming themselves into ling on deck, 
exchauged tire with enemy, duriog which many 
of our officers and men’ perished, At about 2° 
amm., another torpedo was dischargod, and hit- 
ting ongino-room split the transport into two.

This contained a great variety of froight, 
matches included, and it was those that got 
alight, ‘Other goods in the same hold were 
eaves of Tunsan, the boxes and straw’ of 
which, of course, were inflammable, bags of 
sugar und rice, balés ; of cotton, potatoes” 
and onions. Water was directed on the flames 
aa well as possible, but. the fire was difficult to 
got at, and it gained on the ship in spite of all 
offorts to extinguish it, Thero was nothing for 
it but to put back to Hongkong: ; 66 the captain 
altered his course, pointing the ship’s noso 
in tho direct opposite direction to that she 
had been going. On arriving here and making 
fast ulorgaside at Quarry Bay the fire-float ex- 
tinguished the flames hy pumping 12 feet of 
water into tho ship's hold. Next morning this was 
pumped out, and the veasol proceaded to an 
anchorage off the Royal Dutch Petroleum 
Works, where she is now discharging the 
damaged cargo. A quantity of rive, sugar, and 
cotton has suffered by water, and an amount 
of goods, alse, were more or less. burned.

Since his Majesty thé Emperor awakened tho 
conscience ¢f the natiow with the inapiriug 
words which he uttered at Hamburg a fow 
years ago, the representatives of the people havo 
cheerfully given their assent to the scheme for 
a vigorous development of onr navy. But what 
has been done is by no means the final goal of 
our progress in this direction.

officials. If they have reeontly reverted to their 
old tacties, it ix not in the hope of uverturning 
the Government by a great popular rising, but 
simply from a conviction that the revolutionary 
movement, te which so many of their partisans 
heve been sacrificed, must somehow be kept alive 
in view of possibilities in the distant future. 
They cun hardly imagine that atime of war, 
when the patriotic feelings of the masses are 
abnormally excited. prescntsa favourahle moment 
for the realization of schemes which they recog- 
nize as impossible in time of peace, 

Lhe Russiansarea peculiarly impulsive people. 
much inelined to rnsh into the extremes of 
optimism and possimism alternately, When in 
the pessimistic mood, many of them take a very

Scandinavophils and tier liberal-minded 
forcigners,for the Russian national sentiment 
is strongly opposed to their -Home Rule 
aspirations. 

Tho Germans of the Baltic provinces are in a 
similar position. 'Phey would like to preserve 
intact their nationality and their ancient Home 
Rule privileges, but they have come to recognize 
that they derive many substantial advantages 
from forming part of a great Empire ond that 
uncompromising resistante to Russification is 
hopeless. Among them are thousands of fron- 
deurs. mat we have never heard of the existenca 
of a Separatist party. ’ - 

Close ta the Baltic Province is-Poland, a much 
more important political factor in the problem. 
Here we have a population, formidable in nun- 
bors, which have twice, since the Congress of 
Vienna, struck a blow for their independence. 
Théy are still by no means reconciled to Russian 
rule, but ereat changes have taken place both 
in their sentiments and in their material condi- 
tion sinee their last insurrection in 1863. They 
now understand—what.they ought to have per- 
ceived long ago—that the rasuscitation of Poland 
would be spposod to the death by three great 
military Empives, Russia, Austria, and Gormany, 
and that no other Great Power would give them 
material aid. Even in 1863 thoy founded their 
hopes of independence on the assistance of France 
and England, and as goon as it became evident 
that the diplomatic artillery.of Napoleouw IIT. 
and Lord Jobn Russell was provided. merely 
with blank cartridge the insurrection very soon 
collapsed.
